There  were  4G4  added  to  the  church  in  Sir.  Porter's  day,  and 
68  in  I\lr.  bleach's  day  ;  and  there  have  been  100  added  under 
Mr.  Huntington's  ministry.

Daniel  Howard  was  the  tirst  Justice  of  Peace.

ning matches,  at  their  n-.lnister's,  for  the  benefit  of  their  families. 
Ou  the  15th  of  Augu-t,  17G9,  at  two  o'clock.  P.  ]\I.  ninety-seven 
yooxig  Ladies  met  at  the  house  of  their  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Joii.v 
l''''iiTF,R,  and  generously  gave  his  Lady,  for  the  use  of  her  family, 
^'.ree  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty-two  knots  of  linen, 
'<ovv,  cotton  and  woollen  yarn,  Vv'hich  they  had  spun  for  that  pur- 
pose !  At  three  o'clock,  something  of  American  produce  only, 
;  *••»»  set  before  them  for  their  refreshment,  which  was  more

After  which  several  anthems  were  sung,  and  the  assembly  be 
ing  dismissed,  they  retired  to  their  respective  homes. 

The,  iuhabitputs  of  the  North  Parish  remained  contented  witb 
their  connexion  with  the  other  parts  of  the  town,  tor  a  number 
of  years:  but  a?  the  people  increased,  they  began  to  talk  of  a 
J^eparation,  and  there  were  several  attempts  made  for  that  pur- 
pose, but  they  failed.  At  a  parish  meeting,  in  1817,  the  parish 
voted  by  a  large  majority,  to  petition  the  General  Court,  to  be 
set  off  as  a  separate  town.  Accordingly  a  petition,  signed  by  a 
large  number  of  voters,  was  presented  to  the  Court  tor  that 
purpose.  It  was  opposed  by  the  town,  and  by  a  respectable  mi- 
nority in  the  parish.  It  continued  in  suspense  until  June,  1821. 
when  they  were  incorporated  into  a  town,  by  the  name  of  Isortn 
Bridgewater. 

The  first  town  meeting  was  held  July  4th,  1821.  The  meet- 
ing was  opened  by  prayer,  by  the  Re\  .  Mr.  Huntington.  Joseph 
Sylvester,  Esq.  was  chosen  moderator,  and  Colonel  Edv/aru 
Southworth,  town  clerk.  The  selectmen  v/ere  Al>el  Kingman. 
Esq.  Howard  Cary,  Esq.  and  Captain  Zachariah  Gurney.  .\. 
other  town  othcers  were  then  chosen.  There  were  upwards  c 
two  hundred  voters  present.

1  North  Eridgewater  is  well  watered  by  spring's  and  brooks,  or 

'         small  rivers,  some  of  which  are  large  enough  for  mill  scites,  the 
I         greatest  part    of  the  year.     Salisbury    river  takes    its  rise  in 
J         Stoughton,  runs  iu  a  southerly   direction   about  half  a  mile  west 
]        of  the  middle  of  the  town,  till  it  passes  the  centre,  then  turns  and 
i        runs  East  till  it  meets  with  Trout  Brook,   which  also  takes  its 
?        rise  in  the  South-east  corner  of  Stous-hton,  and  runs  in  a  South- 
crly  direction,  about  half  a  mile  east  of  the  middle  of  the  town 
till  it  meets  with  Salisbury  River,  near  the  Factory  ; — here  they 
t"orm  one  river,  which  runs  Southerly  till  it  enters  East  Bridge- 
water.     Beaver  Brook,  which  takes  its  rise  in  Weymouth,  runs 
ia  a  Southerly  direction,  and  forms  the  boundary  line  between 
North  Eridgewater  and  Abington,  till  it  enters  East  Bridgewa- 
tor.     There  is  another  river,  called  Cou'sett  Brook,  which  rises 
in  Easton,  and  runs  through  the  South-west  corner  of  the  town, 
nto  West  Eridgewater.     Tilden^s  mill  stands  on  this  river. 

There  was  formerly  a  Furnace  and  Forge  in  the  town,  in  which 
".  irge  quantities  of  hollow  ware  and  bar-iron  were  made  ;  but  on 
account  of  the  scai  city  of  ivood  have  been  discontinued.  The 
rarnace  stood  v-^here  Colonel  Howard's  works  now  stand,  and 
"'■as  built  by  a  number  of  the  inhabitants,  but  was  afterwards 
'  Id  to  Mr.  Bowdoin  of  Boston,  and  was  successively  owned  by 
'-olonel  Hobart,  of  Abington,  Mr.  Ferry,  of  Easton,  Mr.  George 
Howard,  of  Eridgewater,  and  last  by  Caleb  Hov/ard,  Esq.  The 
•'>rge  stood  near  where  the  Cotton  Factory  now  stands; — it 
I      '^as  built  by  Ensign  Constant  South  worth   and  others.     South- 

'"'5rth  himself  v/as  a  forgeman. 
'.         There   are  now  in  the  town  four  Grist-mills,  two  Saw-mills,  a 
'  'ton  Factory,  two  Carding  Machines,  and  one  Fulling-mill, 
'he  town   always  has  been,  and  is   now,  Avell  supplied  with 
■  'Orts  of  Mechanics,  such  as  Carpenters.  Masons,  Blacksmiths, 
■'if.f-t  makers,  Whcehvrights,  Saddlers,  and  Shoemakers 
i  he  manufacture  of  Shoes  for  foreign  markets,  is  carried  on 
•      '  a  considerable  extent,  t 
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The  inaiiufacture  of  Sn'rav-bi-aul  is  carrier!,  on  very  cxt.er>ii^  ely 
by  the  Femalo«. 

There  ore  three  Public  Houses  ^?ici  eight  stores  in  the  to'.vn. 

North  Bridgevvater  is  a  very  le-vei  township  of  \ond^  havini;:  no 
hills  of  conseqacDce.  The  North-west  corner,  caUed  tU'^,  W^ist 
Shares,  is  the  highest  land  io  town.  The  soil  is  various  --i-.h? 
northern  part  is  stony,  and  contains  a  deep  rich  loam,  aad  i-i  very 
productive; — the  :^out!iern  part,  pnrliculorly  Suliibru-y  PI<<;a,  ii 
very  suitable  for  tillage,  being  oi'  a  li;;;ht  mould.  There  are  con- 
siderable quantilieb  of  fresh  meadov.?,  adjoining-  tlie  river.?  an'.l 
brooks,  which  aii^ord  large  crops  of  hay  and  of  a  pretty  g'OcC 
quality. 

The  farms  are  genersil!)  fenced  v.itli  stone  wall.  Tlie  wood 
of  the  upland  consist;,  of  ihe  several  kinds  of  Oak  and  Walnut ;— ■ 
that  in  tl;e  swanro^  of  ?>iaple,  Birch,  Ash,  and  Elm. 

Large  qiuin.r:l:>of  plrmk,  and  ship-timber,  have  been,  aad  arc 
"till,  carried  to  ihe  sliore  markets;  also  considerable  qaai:titif - 
of  wood  and  Coal,  are  annually  earned  to  Boston  and  ctho: 
towns. 

The  town  is  divided  into  eleven  School  Disiricts,  and  there  i^ 
a  School  House  in  every  District. 

The  town  raises  six  hundred  dollars  annually"  for  schooling- 
whicli  is  divided  in  the  several  Districts. 

There  is^a  social  Library  in  vbc  town  v/bich  contains  abou 
two  huadred  vojumes,  and  is   increasing   by   annual  instalrneut-
